LONDON, May 21. — Bernard 
Shaw, Irish dramatist, returned 
from a 23,000-mile trip to New Zea- 
land yesterday with decided views 
on the danger to the empire of any 
close hooking-up of Great Britain 
and Japan. 

A British alliance with Japan, 
he said to reporters on arriving, 
would “drive America into the 
arms of Russia which we have al- 
ready done to some extent. 

“Then Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada would come in with 
the United States—if they would 
have them.” 

Shaw discoursed on many other 
matters in his customary  bluft 
style, declaring for one thing an- 
other peril to the empire lay in the 
playing games between its compon- 
ent parts, such as the coming test 
cricket matches between England 
and Australia. 

“These things break up the 
British Empire,” he said. “The 
games induce intense animosity 
and rivalry and distract attention 
from scrious things like politics.”

If they 
want the money supply and the public credit 
administered and controlled in the interests of 
the people of the country generally. they will 
vote for candidates who are pledged to smash 
the present system of using the credit of 
Canada for private profit. 

No doubt in setting up the Central bank as a 
privately-owned concern every conveivable 
legal device is being adopted to perpetuate its 
existence as an instrument for the private con- 
trol of money and credit. But that simply 
cannot be done. What parliament does this 
year another parliament can undo next year. 

It will be the business of the next parlia- 
ment, if the electors so order, to find a way to 


take over the Central bank and make it a 
Government-owned institution, to be used in 
monetizing real wealth and making possible 


the use of the public credit for public purposes 
without interest being paid to private parties 
for that privilege.

Bladder Irritation Common| SIDE GLANCES--By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


You have two bladders in your body and 
both act as reservoirs. The first is the gall 
bladder which acts as a storage sac for the bile 
which flows down from the liver, the second 
is the bladder in which is stored the liquid 
waste secreted a drop or two at a time by the 
kidneys. This liquid is held 
in the bladder until a suffi- 
cient amount has accumulated 
to be voided. One of the com- 
mon troubles is an inflamma- 
tion of the bladder called 
“cystitis.” The bladder may 
develop other diseased condi- 
tions such as tuberculgsis, the 
formatiun of ulcers, the 
formation of bladder stones, 
or a condition known as “‘irri- 
table’ bladder may occur, in 
which the main symptom is a frequent desire 
to empty out the liquid waste. 

Most of the people writing to me about kid- 
ney weakness really have an inflammation of 
the bladder. The surprising thing about blad- 
der trouble is that often the pain will not be 
in the bladder at all but will be reflexed and 
appear as a backache or as an ache between the 
shoulders and the patient will not have the 
slightest reason to suspect that the bladder is 
the cause of the pain. If you suspect that you 
have weak kidneys, the best plan is for you to 
have a urinalysis report made to determine 
whether the real cause lies in the bladder or 
is coming from some other condition. 

Some common causes of bladder irritation 
are: pressure on the bladder wall from fallen 
organs, from a nearby tumor, during pregnancy, 
or, in men, from an enlargement of the pros- 
tate gland. Another cause is chemical irrita- 
tion due to the presence of excess amounts of 
poisons or toxins in the waste which poisons 
attack the lining of the organ and cause it to 
inflame. If certain foods containing irritating 
substances which must be thrown out of the 
body by way of the bladder are eaten, they 
will have the direct effect of increasing the 
bladder irritation when it is present. Such 
articles as onions, garlic, strong spices, together 
with alcohol and certain drugs must be placed 
in this class and should be avoided if you have 
bladder trouble. 

In some cases, the outlet of the bladder be- 
comes swollen shut or partly shut and the organ 
cannot be completely emptied with the result 
that the liquid waste decomposes and aggra- 
vates any tendency to inflammation. Other 
causes Which may bring on bladder inflamma- 
tion are: Kidney stones, certain infections, or 
a stricture of the passage leading downward 
from the bladder. Occasionally, cystitis arises 
from bacteria which enter from the use of an 
unclean catheter. 

Some of the symptoms of bladder irritability 
are: A desire to empty the bladder frequently, 
especially at night which may disturb the rest; 
painful straining or burning sensation while 
viding; lack of a feeling of relief afterward 
due to a difficulty in entirely emptying the 
organ; the presence of blood, pus, or mucus in 
the liquid waste which may have a cloudy 
appearance after standing. Pain over the blad- 
der or directly in front may cause much dis- 
comfort.
